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Applicant is respectfully requested to review the office action mailed 8/3/07. On pages 4-5, the Examiner set forth how the intepretation of 
the phrases 'comprising peptide AM (11-22)'; 'comprising the peptide AM (11-22)'; 'consisting of the peptide AM (11-22)'; and consisting of 
the peptide AM (11-22)' are intepreted. In addition, the Examiner respectfully suggested that if Applicant intended the claims to read only 
on the peptide AM (1 1-22) that Applicant use the phrase 'consisting of peptide AM (1 1-22)'. However, the proposed amendment to the 
claims contain the phrase 'comprising of the peptide AM (1 1-22)' which as set forth in the previous office action Is interpreted to mean that 
the peptide sequence comprises the full length of peptide AM (1 1-22) with or without additional sequences at either or both ends. Hence, 
while the proposed amendment would overcome the prior art rejection of record in the office action mailed 8/3/07 wherein the 
interpretation the claims was not the same as in the proposed amendment. Furthermor, review of the prior art in view of the proposed 
amendment indicates that the invention as amended is not distinguished over the prior art. For example, Kitamura et al (US Patent No. 
5.639.885) discloses SEQ ID No. 1 (see amino acids 73-84) which are the exact sequence of Applicant's SEQ ID No. 4 with other amino 
acids attached on both ends. Thus, for example, Applicant's claim directed to a composition comprising the peptide AM (1 1-22) is 
anticipated by Kitamura et al (see also. Examples 2 and 8 of Kitamura). 
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
